Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Report  for  1970. 

There  was  little  infectious  disease  notified  but  the  one 
case  of  tetanus  emphasizes  the  necessity  for  a prophylactic 
injection  of  anti  tetanus  when  a person  gets  a laceration  when 
gardening  or  playing  games  or,  in  fact,  on  any  occasion  when  there 
i3  a danger  of  soil  contamination  of  the  wound. 

Of  the  thirty-five  deaths  from  cancer,  eleven  were  due 
to  cancer  of  the  lung,  a further  increase  on  last  year. 

The  main  problem  with  which  the  Public  Health  Committee 
was  concerned  in  1970  was  that  arising  from  complaints  of  gypsies. 
By  the  end  of  the  year  progress  was  being  made  towards  the 
establishment  of  a permanent  site  for  them.

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SECTION  A 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 

Population:  The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  of  the 
Rural  District  to  be  12,970,  which  gives  a density  of  0.2  per  acre.  I must 
emphasize  that  this  is  an  estimate.  There  are  4,830  occupied  houses  giving 
a rateable  value  of  £354,387  and  the  product  of  a penny  rate  was  £1 ,379. 

Birth  Rate:  The  corrected  Birth  Rate  was  16.8  per  thousand,  compared 
with  the  figure  of  16  for  EngLand  and  Wales.  There  were  thirteen  illegitimate 
births  which  gives  a rate  of  7%  of  live  births  compared  with  the  national 
average  of  8%. 

Death  Rate:  The  corrected  Death  Rate  was  10,5  per  thousand,  compared 
with  the  national  figure  of  11»7«  Out  of  a total  of  186  deaths,  57  were  due 
to  heart  disease,  37  of  these  being  coronary  heart  disease.  There  were  35 
deaths  from  cancer,  11  being  lung  cancer.  There  were  24  deaths  from  strokes  and 
23  deaths  from  respiratory  disease 0 

At  the  age  of  65  men  can  expect  to  live  another  12  years  and  women 
15.9  years  and  70%  of  males  and  82%  of  females  can  be  expected  to  live  65 
years.  These  cheering  statistics,  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General,  also 
show  that  the  expectation  of  life  at  birth  has  risen  to  68.7  years  for  a boy 
and  74.9  years  for  a girl.  Perhaps  Womens1  Lib.  will  have  a moderating 
effect  on  this  disparity. 

Appendix  A,  Table  3 shows  full  details  of  the  causes  of  death. 

Maternal  Mortality:  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1970. 

Stillbirths:  There  were  no  stillbirths  during  the  year. 

Infant  Mortality:  Four  infants  died,  one  from  prematurity,  two  from 
congenital  abnormalities  and  one  from  broncho-pneumonia. 

Social.  Habits:  There  was  little  change  in  the  social  pattern  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  The  cost  of  living  continued  to  rise. 

SECTION  B 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 

The  local  health  services  provided  by  the  County  Council  continued. 

The  number  of  children  attending  welfare  clinics  increased  by  176. 

Medical  consultations  were  down  by  84*  Full  details  are  given  in  Appendix  B, 
Table  1 . 


I carried  out  an  annual  medical  inspection  of  each  of  the  schools  in 
the  district.  Details  of  these  inspections  are  shown  in  Appendix  B,  Table  2. 

The  school  population  was  131  down  on  the  previous  year  and  the  number  of 
children  inspected  was  57  fewer. 

The  two  playgroups  registered  in  the  area  continued  and  tentative 
enquiries  were  received  from  persons  wishing  to  start  further  groups. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  service  continued  and  support  was  satisfactory. 

The  Council  expressed  concern  for  public  safety  at  functions  held 
in  large  private  houses.  Legislation  does  not  give  the  authority 
satisfactory  control  and  the  matter  was  being  investigated  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

New  District  Hospital  Following  further  representations  by  local 
authorities  interested  in  the  provision  of  a new  district  hospital  in  the 
Taunton  area,  the  South  West  Regional  Hospital  Board  announced  in  October 
that  a new  hospital  was  to  be  built  at  Lingford  Park,  Taunton,  commencing 
1975/76.  This  hospital  would  replace  East  Reach  and  also  accommodate  all  the 
acute  services  at  Musgrove  Park  Hospital.  In  addition,  a number  of  schemes 
were  authorised,  all  starting  in  1971.  They  included  a new  theatre  and 
X-Ray  room  at  Musgrove  Park  Hospital,  renewal  of  engineering  services  at  East 
Reach  and  the  modernization  and  improvement  of  ophthalmic  and  orthopaedic 
theatres.  Modernization  and  improvement  to  the  accident  department  at  Bridgwater 
Hospital  were  also  to  be  put  in  hand. 
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SECTION  C 


Prevention  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases  and  Other  Diseases 

The  infectious  diseases  notified  are  given  in  Appendix  C,  Table  1. 

The  influenza  epidemic,  which  commenced  at  the  end  of  1969,  carried  on 
into  the  early  part  of  1970.  There  were  two  deaths  in  the  Rural  District. 

The  case  of  tetanus  was  that  of  a young  man  who  contracted  the  disease 
whilst  playing  football.  He  was  seriously  ill  but  fortunately  made  a good 
recovery. 

I carried  out  my  B.C.G.  programme  against  tuberculosis  in  the  autumn and 
children  bom  in  1959  were  those  offered  vaccination.  The  response  was  good. 

I continued  to  receive  notification  from  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer 
of  any  cases  of  Salmonella  infection  occurring  on  farms.  All  these  were 
energetically  followed  up. 

Home  Safety  The  Home  Safety  Committee  was  very  active  throughout  the 
year.  The  lists  of  old  people  living  alone  in  the  villages  was  overhauled 
and  brought  up-to-date,  and  particular  attention  was  given  to  publicity 
concerning  the  new  electrical  colour  codes. 

SECTION  D 


Environmental  Health  Services 


Climatic  Conditions:  In  1970  the  weather  was  generally  mild  with  a good 
slimmer. 


Water  Supply;  Apart  from  some  small  local  shortages,  the  Wessex  Water 
Board  supply  was  generally  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  despite  the 
power  cuts  due  to  the  strike  of  electricity  supply  workers.  The  water  was 
sampled  regularly  by  both  the  Wessex  Water  Board,  89  samples  all  of  which 
were  satisfactory,  and  the  Health  Department,  who  sampled  a further  58  private 
supplies,  28  of  which  were  unsatisfactory.  This  once  again  emphasizes  the  poor 
maintenance  given  by  private  owners  to  their  water  sources.  Whenever  a report 
on  an  unsatisfactory  water  supply  at  a farm  was  received  the  matter  was  referred 
to  the  County  Dairy  Husbandry  Adviser  who  continued  the  investigation  to  ensure 
that  milk  supplies  were  not  affected. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal:  There  was  no  change  in  the  number  of  villages 
with  main  drainage  but  enlargement  and  improvement  to  the  Merriott  system  was 
commenced  and  Phase  I was  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  at  a cost  of  £93 ,400. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  be  completed  in  1971* 

There  was  a small  problem  concerning  the  disposal  of  waste  products  from 
home  dialysers  which  was  dealt  with. 

For  many  years  I have  been  concerned  about  the  health  hazard  caused  by  the 
sewage  from  travellers  on  railways  being  discharged  straight  on  to  the  railway 
tracks  and  have  made  representation  to  various  people.  I was  pleased  to  hear 
that  the  British  Railways  Board  plan  to  include  chemical  closets  in  the  new 
design  of  passenger  coaches  which  will  be  produced  in  two  or  three  years'  time. 

I expect  the  rail  workers  who  handle  the  carriages  received  the  news  with  some 
satisfaction  too. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal:  Using  three  vehicles  the  Council  continued 
to  give  a fortnightly  collection  in  all  parishes.  In  addition,  a weekly  collection 
was  given  in  the  centres  of  the  following  villages:  Broadway,  Combe  St.  Nicholas, 
Hinton  St.  George,  Horton,  Ilton,  Merriott,  Misterton,  Shepton  Beauchamp  and 
Tatworth.  The  Council  also  continued  the  collection  and  disposal  of  abandoned 
vehicles  and  refuse,  including  that  left  by  the  gypsies. 


Rodent  Control:  Our  rodent  operator,  working  full-time,  gave  good  service. 
There  were  93  people  with  contracts  with  the  Council  for  rodent  eradication. 

Nuisances:  A varied  assortment  of  complaints  of  nuisance  were  received  by 
the  Health  Department  and  promptly  dealt  with.  Those  constantly  recurring  refer 
to  blood  spreading  on  fields,  flies  and  smells,  usually  from  piggeries.  A 
satisfactory  solution  to  these  problems  calls  for  considerable  tact  on  the  part 
of  your  Health  Inspectors  to  ensure  co-operation  from  the  offenders. 


B.  Factories  Act 

A number  of  inspections  were  made  and  details  are  shown  in  Appendix  D, 
Table  1 • 
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C.  Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 

There  are  39  premises  registered  under  this  Act.  Routine  inspections  and 
surveys  were  carried  out  and  only  informal  action  was  required  to  ensure 
compliance. 


The  Council  erected  38  units  of  accommodation  during  the  year  and  had  a 
further  42  under  construction.  Private  builders  completed  52  and  were  engaged 
in  building  a further  67  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  complete  details  are 
shown  in  Appendix  D,  Table  2. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  326  applicants  of  whom  84  were  considered 
bona  fide  urgent  cases*  A further  59  were  applicants  for  old  peoples1  dwellings. 
These  figures  are  an  increase  on  the  previous  year. 


In  1971  "the  Council  hope  to  complete  a further  60  houses. 


The  routine  survey  of  houses  in  the  district  continued.  The  progress,  despite 
staff  changes,  was  satisfactory. 


Caravans:  There  u.re  five  licensed  sites  and  a further  21  single  caravan 
licences  were  issued.  It  is  estimated  that  the  total  number  of  occupants  resident 
during  the  year  was  85.  In  addition,  there  are  a large  number  of  unauthorised 
caravans  occupied  by  so-called  gypsies  in  the  area.  These  were  mainly  in  the 
vicinity  of  Ilton.  The  Council  received  a petition  from  the  residents  of  Ilton 
complaining  of  the  behaviour  and  nuisance  caused  by  these  caravan  dwellers  and 
the  Council  sent  a deputation  to  the  Ministry  of  Defence  to  explain  the 
difficulties  being  experienced.  By  the  end  of  the  year  progress  was  being  made 
by  the  County  Council  towards  the  establishment  of  a permanent  gypsy  site  on 
Merrifield  aerodrome. 


Milk:  Milk  sampling  was  carried  out  regularly  by  the  County  Health 
Department  and  all  unsatisfactory  samples  were  followed  up  by  the  County  Dairy 
Husbandry  Adviser.  As  a routine  these  samples  were  examined  for  brucella 
abortus  and  positive  samples  were  found  on  two  farms.  Neither  were  producer/ 
retailers  and  statutory  action  was  not  required.  However,  the  Council  expressed 
concern  at  the  delay  in  introducing  a brucella  abortus  eradication  programme  and 
pressed  the  Government  to  hasten  its  introduction  by  referring  the  matter  to  the 
Rural  District  Councils  Association. 


Ice  Cream:  Although  the  Council  have  registered  53  premises  for  the  sale  of 
ice  cream,  no  sampling  was  carried  out  during  1970. 

Meat:  In  Appendix  D,  Table  3,  details  are  given  of  the  meat  inspected  during 
the  year.  This  represents  100%  meat  inspection.  The  standard  permitted  charges 
are  made  but,  due  to  the  distance  between  slaughter  houses,  the  Council  incurs  a 
loss  every  year  on  this  service.  Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations  and  compliance  was 
achieved  without  statutory  action. 

Poultry  Packing  Establishments:  There  are  two  poultry  packing  establishments 
in  the  District.  One  operator's  premises  were  not  satisfactory  and  pressure  was 
necessary  to  ensure  an  acceptable  standard  of  hygiene. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations:  Fifty-nine  premises  are  subject  to  these 
Regulations  and  are  given  routine  inspection  from  time  to  time. 


There  are  four  registered  establishments  in  the  area, 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 


All  were  inspected  and 


There  are  six  premises  registered  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act  (Waste 
Food)  Regulations,  and  the  standard  of  practice  in  these  establishments  varied 
considerably  and  a number  of  follow-up  visits  had  to  be  made.
